Serum Merely Prevents Loss­ 
es Does Not Eliminate 
Cholera 


Some persons think that the 
use of anti-hog-eholera serum 
has become so general that we 
are far on our way toward the 
elimination of the disease, but, 
according to the United States 
Department of Agriculture, a 
. clean-up of cholera can not be 
expected 
through the use of 
this method. 
Besides, only a 
small percentage of the hogs in 
the 
country are treated each 
year and there is also almost 
a 
complete 
turnover 
of the 
swine 
population each year. 
Every 12 months we start with 
a new lot of pigs and the tight 
against disease must start at 
the beginning again. 
About 
500,000,000 
cubic 
centimeters of serum are used 
every year, which means that, 
counting 50 cubic centimeters 
for each hog, only about 10,- 
000,000 hogs are treated. In 
recent years there have been 
around 
70,000,000 hogs in the 
country 
on 
.January 
I, ac­ 
cording to Federal crop esti­ 
mators, 
which 
means 
many 
more hogs in the spring and 
summer. If all these hogs were 
treated 
cholera would not be 
eliminated. It would simply be 
impotent to kill many hogs for 
one season and would begin to 
kill again the next season if 
serum were not 
used. 
Serum 
treatment, like insurance, can 
not be allowed to lapse.

Investigations by Purdue on vir­ 
gin and cropped soils at 31 localities 
in Indiana show that there has been 
a loss 
of 
27 
percent 
nitrogen 


caused by cropping. The loss of acid 
soluble ]phosphorous 
and 
potash, 
was only about IO percent. 
On 
Purdue 
Experiment 
Station 
plots, started in 1889 and cropped 
in wheat continuously without fer­ 
tilizer for 32 years, the loss of ni­ 
trogen has averaged 42 paunds per 
acre per year, a total of appoxi- 


mately 25 pecent of the original ni­ 
trogen. The loss of nitrogen 
with 
continuous wheat has 
been 
about 
one-third more 
than that removed 
in the crop. 
Nitrogen losses are greater in soil 
cropped to com than they are in soil 
in wheat. This is due to 
the more 
active 
nitrification 
of 
cultivated 
soil in corn as well as to the great 
amount of nitrogen removed in 
the 
crop. In monthly tests at Purdue in 
1920, there was four times as much 
nitrates in the soil iii corn as there 
was in soil in wheat or oats.

If it were not for its parasitic en­ 
emies and unfavorable weather, the 
Hessian 
fly would increase in such 
vast numbers that wheat growing iii 
this country would be practically im­ 
possible inside of two 
years. 
The 
United States Department 
of Agri­ 
culture, as a result of recent studies, 
now published in Department Bulle­ 
tin 1008, Rate of Multiplication of 
the Hessian Fly, by AV. R. AlcConnell 
found that the increase in breeding 
of the insect was much higher than 
had been before realized. 
The data 
collected 
afford an explanation for 
the very sudden development of a 
Hessian fly outbreak and furnish a 
basis for predicting more accurately 
the approach of a dangerous infec­ 
tion.

This was the emphatic expression 
of John G. Brown, president of tho 
Indiana Federation o f Farmer’s as­ 
sociations, today. 
“The inertia of 
w ar 
production 
influenced farmers to raise too much 
last year. Now they jure preparing to 
»t.tle down to normal rotation”, he 
I 
se 


salt*. 


“Much of the land has lost ferti­ 
lity o n account 
of overproduction. 
To conscive and maintain 
fertility, 
legumes will be sown in many plac­ 
es. The l e g u m e s put nitrogen, one of 
tile principle constituents of 
grain, 
from the air back into the soil 
by 
means jof bacteria colonies oil 
their 
roots. Some of these 
are 
clover, 
sow beans and cow peas.” 
Brown also stated that the buying 
power of tin1 farmer is about 
tvvo- 
thirds normal. The cost of manufac­ 
tured products is high as compared 
with the prices of farm products. 
“ From 1909 to IOU a set of har­ 
ness could be bought for 41 bushels 
of corn. At prices which now prevail 
it takes about two 
and 
one-half 
times as many or 115 bushels. Dur­ 
ing the five years preceding the war 
a plow could be bought for IG bush­ 
els of corn: now it requires 
forty- 
one for its purchase.” 
“ When farmer purchasing power 
is low, it causes unemployment in 
the city. This is very costly to both 
consumer and producer and puts the 
farmer back vin a self-sufficing sys­ 
tem of agriculture”.

The reinforcement of manure with 
acid phosphate for soil improvement 
may be compared to the use of tank­ 
age as a supplement to corn in fa t­ 
tening hogs. Corn is the most com­ 


m o n and best feed a farmer can use. 
Likewise manure is the commonest 
and best material a farmer can use 
to feed crops. 
Up-to-date feeders 
recognize now the value of a protein 
supplement to corn. It is just as im­ 
portant to add phosphate to balance 
tjie farm manure as it is to add tank­ 
age to balance corn. There is noth­ 
ing strange about this if we stop to 
think. 
When 
crops are fed to animals, 
most of the potash is returned in the 
manure in different parts of Indiana 
great deal of tile phosphorus. 
The 
animals are sold and the phosphate 
goes off the farm. Bv returning the 


manure to the land and growing 
a 
legume to help furnish nitrogen, there 
is no serious deficiency except phos­ 
phate. This element must be added 
either to the manure or applied sep­ 
arately to the land. 
The Purdue Experiment Station 
has been conducting experiments on 
the value of phosphate in addition to 
manure in differtut parts of Indiana 
for the last ten years. Approximate­ 
ly six tons of manure were used each 
three 
years.

The increase due 
to raw rock phosphate has been 4.4 
bushels corn, .0 bushels wheat, anil 
300 pounds clover. 
Acid phosphate 
has shown a profit on all crops when 


used in addition to manure. 
Raw 
rock phosphate has not been profit­ 
able at present farm prices except 
on the Bedford field on unlimed land.

real amateur sport than any. other 
American pastime. The number 
of 


professional instructors, 
.compared 


to golf, is almost negligible and the 
star players get less out of their 
work than the great players of any 
other game. 
- Tilden wrote tennis articles for a 
syndicate last summer, as did Vin- 
cent Richards. TTlden is reported to

monlh for his stories But the cham- 
pion adhered rigidly to the rule of 
the tennis association that players 
must'write every word that appears 
in print under their names.

es Does Not Eliminate 


Cholera 


Some persons think that the 
use of anti-liog-eholera serum 
has become so general that' we 
are far on our way toward the 
elimination of the disease, but, 
according to the United States 
Department of Agriculture, a 


. clean-up of cholera can not be 


expected 
through the use of 


this method. 
Besides, only a 


small percentage of the hogs in 
the 
country are treated each 


year and there is also almost 
a 
complete turnover of the 


swine 
population each year. 


Every 12 months we start with 
a new lot- of pigs and the fight 
against disease must start at 
the beginning again. 


About 
500,000,000 
cubic 


centimeters of serum are used 
every year, which means that, 
counting 50 cubic centimeters 
for each hog, only about 10,- 
000,000 hogs are treated. In 
recent years there have been 
around 70,000,000 hogs in the 
country on January 1, ac- 
cording to Federal crop . esti- 
mators, which means many 
more hogs in the spring and 
summer. If all these hogs were 
treated 
cholera would not be 


eliminated. It would simply be 
impotent to kill many hogs for 
one season and would begin to 
kill again the next season if 
•serum were not used. Serum 
.treatment, like .insurance, can 
not be allowed to-lapse. .

in wheat continuously without fer- 
.tilizer for 32 years, tie loss of ni- 
trogen has averaged 42 paunds per 
acre per year, a total of appoxi- 


mately 25 pecent of the original ni- 
trogen. The loss of nitrogen 
with 


continuous wheat has been about 
one-third more than that removed 
in the crop. 


Nitrogen losses are greater in soil 


cropped to corn than they are in soil 
in, wheat. This is.due to the more 
active nitrification 
of 
cultivated 


soil in corn, as well as to the great 
amount of nitrogen removed in the 
crop. In monthly tests at Purdue in. 
1920, there was four times as much 
nitrates in the soil in corn as there 
was in soil 'in wheat or oats.

The 
United States Department of Agri- 
culture, as a result of recent studies, 
now published in Department Bulle- 
tin 1008, Bate of .Multiplication of 
the Hessian Fly, by W. B. MeConnell 
found that the increase in breeding 
of the insect was mueb._ higher than 
-had been before realized. 
The data 


collected 
afford an explanation for 


the very sudden, development of a 
Hessian fly outbreak and furnish a 
basis for predicting more accurately 
the approach of a dangerous infec- 
tion.

may not be called by Indiana farm- 
ers on account of low grain prices. 
They do not intend to let their corn 
land lie fallow next year. 


This was the emphatic expression 


of John G. Brown, president of the 
Indiana Federation of Fanner's as- 
sociations, today. 


"The inertia of 
v/ar production 


influenced farmers to raise too much 
1-ist year. Now they stre preparing to 
settle down to normal rotation", he 
said. 


Tuesday Evening, December 8, 1921: 


'Much of the land has lost ferti- 


lity on account of overproduction. 
To conserve find maintain, fertility, 
legumes will be sown in many plac- 
es. The legumes put nitrogen, one of 
the-principle -constituents of 
grain, 


from the air back into the soil by. 
means .of bacteria colonies on their 
roots. Some of these 
are clover, 


sow beans and cow peas." 


Brown also stated that the buying 


power of the farmer is about two- 
thirds normal. The cost of manufac- 
tured products is high as compared 
with the prices of farm products. 


"From 3909 to 393-1 a set of har- 


ness could be bought for 44 bushels 
of corn. At prices which now prevail 


it takes about two and 
one-half 


times as many or 315 bushels. Bur- 
in" the five years preceding the -war 
a plow could" be bought for 10 bush- 
els of corn: now it requires forty- 
one for its purchase." 


"When fanner purchasing power 


is low, it causes unemployment in 
the city. This is very costly to both 
consumer and producer and puts the 
fanner back on a self-sufficing sys- 
tem of agriculture".

The reinforcement of manure with 


acid phosphate for soil improvement; 
may be compared to the use of tank- 
age as a supplement to corn in fat- 
tening hogs. Corn is the most com- 
mon and best feed a farmer can use. 
Likewise manure is the commonest 
and best material a farmer can-use 
to feed crops. 
Up-to-date feeders 


recognize now the value of a protein 
supplement to corn. It is just as im- 
portant to add phosphate to balance 
Uie farm manure as it is to add tank- 
age to balance corn. There is noth- 
ing strange about this if we stop to 
think. 


When 
crops are fed to animals, 


most of the potash is returned in. tb.fr 
manure in different parts of Indiana 
great deal of the phosphorus. 
The 


animals are sold and the phosphate 
goes off the farm. By returning the 


manure to the land and^growing a 
legume to help furnish nitrogen, there 
is no serious deficiency except phos- 
phate. This element must be added 
either to the manure or applied sep- 
arately to the land. 


The Purdue . Experiment Station 


has been conducting experiments on 
the value of phosphate in addition to 
manure in differtnt parts of Indiana 
for the last ten years. Approximate- 
ly six tons of manure were used each 
three years. The phosphate used 
amounted 
to about 300 pounds of 


acid phosphate 
per acre, or 600 


pounds raw rock phosphate. Where 
acid phosphate was used in addition 
to manure, the average increase per 
acre on 3 fields has been 8.3 bush- 
els .corn, 3.2 bushels wheat, and 6G5 
pounds of clover. The increase due 
to raw rock phosphate has been 4.4 
bushels corn, .6 bushels wheat, and 
300 pounds clover. Acid phosphate 


•'has shown a profit on all crops when 


used in addition to manure! Raw 
rock phosphate has not been .profit- 
ible at present farm prices except 
on the Bedford field on unlimed land. 


The Purdue plan of soil building 


includes good drainage; a rotation 
of crops, including a legume; the 
feeding of -roughage and corn 
to 


livestock, so far as this can be done 
profitably, and the conservation and 
use of all farm manure and crop re- 
sidues; the use of acid phosphate in 
addition to manure; the use of lim 
on acid' soils; and in special cases, 
where the land needs it, the use of 
nitrogen and potash in addition to 
phosphate. By this plan the largest 
and most profitable crops 
can be 


grown.
